HAROLD ADAMS AT S.G.W.U. SUMMER SESSION IN EDUCATION, JUNE 29 - AUGUST 7 


Canadian Indian power crusader Harold Adams will be among the visiting specialists 
from Canada, the United States and Europe during Sir George Williams University's 
Summer Session in Education, June 29 to August 7. The program includes special 


courses for Montreal area teachers who require additional credit. 


Métis leader Harold Adams will lecture on "Education in Canada". Adams, who has 
often clashed with Saskatchewan Premier Ross Thatcher over the treatment of Indians, 


is highly critical of Canadian historians who have neglected to give a fair accoun 


of the history of the indians. He has also attacked education officials for con- 


tributing to the disproportionate school drop-out rate of Canadian indians, the 


highest in the country. 


The session's 15 courses given both at the introductory and advanced levels offer 


study in the nature and history of education as well as selected areas of educa- 
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tion such as education of the gifted and the culturally disadvantaged and adult 
education. In addition the program includes eourses on the philosophy and 


sociology of education and education research. 
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
